I am submitting flguree furnished to 


me by the State Comptroller showing 
the financial transactions ot the 
State. They speak for themselves to 
people who can understand then, but 
the trouble with our financial state-* 
ments is that they are prepared in 
technical and accounting terms.

will do the best I can to outline the 
State's financial condition In a way 
that will make it clear to the average 
citizen. 


For the purposes of bookkeeping 


the State uses a year that begins the 
first of July and it Is referred to as 
the fiscal year. On the first of July, 
1922. the State owed to its bond hold- 
ers $267,008,000. Contributions have 
been made each year to the sinking 
fund which is to meet these bonds 
when due, and this fund now contains 
investment* and cash amounting to
